“The south welcomes the contribu- 
tions of the government,” he said. “to 
Study soils and products of the soils, | 
and furnish information to the farm- 
ers, That is a great conservation of 
ne agricultural resources of our sec- 

on.’’ 

The work, which this section is do- 
ing to enrichen itself-and the efforts 
being made here for the great move- 
ment, he said, will have their effect 
on the nation. 

Judge Hart Speaks. 

Judge John C. Hart spoke next. Aft- 
er going into a history of the fight of 
the state of Georgia against the Duck- 
town copper mines to Keep the owners 
from destroying property in Georgia, 
he said the great principle of conserv- 
ation is the sovereign right of the 
State to protect all properties.

A Right Royal Welcome. 


The south gave Roosevelt a wel- 
come today, which he described as 
“Great, by George.”

Colonel Roosevelt started out the 
day with the determination to keep 
as quiet as possible and not to make 
many speeches,’ because his throat, 
which has ween troubling him, is not 
yet in good condition. But 
he went a crowd was waiting for him. 
Each crowd was out to cheer, and did 
cheer until he made a speech. The 
colonel made his first speech before 
he had finished breakfast, and kept at 
it until late at night, before his train 
left Knoxvil'e for Atlanta. He said 
that he enjoyed the whole day im- 
mensely, 

“New Nationalism’ Brought South. 
The colonel brought into the south 
the doctrine which he announced on 
his recent western trip, “and empha- 
sized it. He defended it from the crit- 
iclsms which have been directed 
against it, and said that it was not 
revolutionary, but rather was design- 
ed to put a stop to things which might 
bring on a revolutionary movement, 
if unchecked. He also put in a few 
words about his fight in New York 
State, saving he was trying to improve 
conditions there. 

“It is quite a job,” he said, “et we 
are ‘going to do it.” ’ 

The two chief speéches of the day 
were delivered at Bristol, Tenn., and 
Knoxvide. In his Bristol speech the 
cOlonel defendegd “new nationalism” 
and went after the political bosses, 
saying that bossism was “the negation 
of democracy.” 

Two Speeches in Knoxville. 
Knoxviile’s celebration was held on 
the grounds of the Appalachian exposi- 
tion, where Colonel Kooseveit spoke 
in the afternoon, and again al a van- 
quet tonight. it Was a cold, damp 
Gay witn a good deal of rain, but 
the weather did not Keep the peopie 
at home. <All of east Tennessee, from 
the crags of the mountains and the 
nooKs or the valleys poured out its 
peopie and severa: tnousand were here 
from Virginia. ‘The Eleventh Uni.ed 
States cavalry, from Chattanooga, 
which escorted Colonel Roosevelt trom 
the: train to the exposition grounds, 
had its hands ful! in piloting him 
through the crowds to the steps of 
the exposition hall, to review a fioral 
parade. As the former president 
mounted the steps the band pu.ayed 
“Dixie” and the people cheered. The 
presidential salute of twenty-one guns 
was given him. 

The colonel stood on the steps while 
carriages, decked out with masses of 
flowers of all colors, were driven 
through a lane in the crowd. 

When the parade was over, the cav- 
alrymen had another tussle with the 
crowd before they couid get the colo- 
nel to the ball park, where he made 
his speech. 

The people had swarmed about the 
grand stand on whieh the colonel 
stood, and there were so many of them 
that he was unable to make them all 
hear him, Captain William Rue, of

CAUSED. 35 DEATHS 


Macon, Ga., October 7.1-(Special.)— 
An examination of records in Coroner 
T. E. Young's office for the past two 
years reveai that out of thirty-nine 
violent deaths from gunshot wounds In 
the past two years in Bibb county 
thirty-five were the direct result of 
carrying concealed weapons. The 
papers show this through verdicts ren- 
dered by juries. 

Coroner Young's office shows the 
havoc of the concealed revolver more 
than does any other one thing in this 
county. Out of the entire time only 
fourteen met death’ by train or rail- 
road accident. This, too, despite the 
fact that railroad yards cover almost 
one-half the territory in the industrial 
districts and more than one thousand 
people are daily engaged in’ the hazard- 
ous duties about the trains and shops.

ON “NEW NATIONALISM” 
PONDER TRAINS HIS GUNS 


The feature of the session of the 
Conservation Congress of yesterday 
was the bitter attack made on “new 
nationalism” and its leaders by Amos 
L. Ponder, of New Orleans, attorney of 
the Louisiana conservation commission, 
which has passed thirty state laws in 
the interests of conservation, and 
raised a big fund in this work. In 
view of the fact that Colonel Roose- 


velt, who comes to Atlanta today, is 
the leader of this movement, Mr. Pon- 
der’s remarks created a sensation. 

His speech in full follows: 

“If any state would accomplish any- 
thing in conservation, it must largely 
come at her own exertion, because our 
neighbors have their own affairs, and 
the parent’ government would have the 
affairs of so many others that the nec- 
essary attention could not be given. 
Therefore, whatever efforts the general 
government should give should be in 
the form of co-operation as contem 
plated by the constitution. 

“Listen to the siren song of this 
new nationalism! 

“Under its velvet robe is concealed 
the steel claws of political despotism! 

“It would reduce sovereign states to 
mere prefectures. Instead of well 
organized government by law, we 
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would have changeab@®e personal gov- 
ernments like South and Central 
America. 

“Believe not these loud preachments 
of all-consuming love, for all the peo- 
ple put forth by the apostles of this 
new propoganda. 

“Snatch off the mask! Then behold 
the hideous face of hypocricy! Janus- 
faced—it looks two ways—in the east 
it stands for one set of principles, 
while in the west it means another. 
In truth, it means only a struggle to 
sidestep the indignant wrath of an 
outraged people. 

“Georgia has a wonderful opportuni- 
ty to accomplish these results. With 
a brilliant leader like Hoke Smith, en- 
dowed as he is with a wonderful per- 
sonality for leadership, there is no 
reason why you should not create a 
commission, assisted and steered by 
the ablest constitutional lawyer you 
Can secure, conduct a campaign of ed- 
ucation from the stump and through 
the press, by your exchanges and 
clubs, you will succeed. Let them 
study your conditions and take an in- 
ventory of your stock of natura) re- 
sources, then crystallize the best and 
most practical principles of conserva- 
tion best suited to your conditions 
into law. First, get the necessary in- 
formation, then apply the best legal 
remedies and provisions found in all 
the laws of the wide world; truly, 
then, great will be Georgia.

—Gitford Pinchot 


Gifford Pinehot's address, ‘“Prin- 
ciples of Conservation,” which “the 
father of conservation” delivered at 
the morning session yesterday, was 
easily the feature of the entire day's 
meeting of the Southern Conserva- 


tion Congress. 

In introducing Mr. Pinchot, Chair- 
man E. L. Worsham paid him a glow- 
ing tribute, setting out the great work 
he has done in the conservation field 
for the past twenty years and giving 
to him the honor of conservation’s hav- 
ing become a nation-wide issue. 

To bepin with, Mr. Pinchot decried 
the great honor Worsham paid 
him, saying (that the conservation 
movement is too large to have credit 
fur it go to one man. He said that he 
was simply an humble ayjostie in the 
faith. doing as best he might what he 
belfeves best for the cause. 

Object of Conservation. 

He then set out what conservation 
stands for, its object cnd some of the 
methods by which its ends may be ob- 
tained. His talk was practical and 
of practical things. He dealt less in 
glittering generalities than in con- 
crete facts as they exist today., He 
talked less of theories than of evident 
evigg existing today and their reme- 
dies. The intense interest with which 
every listener attended every word he 
spoke was a glowing tribute to both 
the man and the cause he advocates. 

“Conservation,” said Mr. Pinchot, “is 
not as some would have you think,the 
shutting up of our natural resources. 
It is not the laying aside of.our dough- 
nut until it is too stale for our own 
use or the use of those who may fol- 
It ig not the deprivation of 
the present generation of anything 
that. we really need. On the other 
hand, it is development, but develop- 
ment of the sort that takes from na- 
ture’s bountiful store only that, and in 
such quantities as we of the present 
generation need for our actual neces- 
sities—not for our profligate consump- 
tion. 

“The south needs conservation more 
than any other section of the country 
possibly. At the present time she has 
an abundance of almost everything she 
needs and so has a chance to save 
these resources for future generations. 
In some sections the resources are 
almost gone and it is almost too late 


for conservation ,to play any impor- 
tant part, espemaliy in comparison 


to what it c- ns here.

Water Powers. 


“The question of conserving the 
water powers of the different states is 
a large one, indeed. In fact, it has 
come near causing serious trouble in 
the west, where ,the question of states’ 
rights’ has become involved. However, 
I believe that the conservation con- 
gresses at Pueblo and St. Paul have 
about put an end to the trouble in the 
west, and the south cannot afford to 
be backward in so vital a matter. 

“As the coal of the world disappears, 
water becomes more and more the log- 
ical source of the world’s motive pow- 
er. But in spite of this fact, and in 
spite of the fact that the assets of a 
nation belong to the individauls of that 
nation collectively, the federal govern- 
ment has heretofore been in the habit 
of giving away absolutely without 
cost, the invaluable water power of 
the country to any and all who care to 
develop it. 

“I don’t. want to be misunderstood as 
opposing the development of the water 
power. I do not. But I see no real 
reason why the government should 
continue to give away to private and 
corporate interests one of the people’s 
most valuable assets. We conserva- 
tionists believe that those who want 
to use this power should be made tv 
pay for it, and that the right to use 
this power should not be granted for 
over fifty years to any one interest. 

“You in the south may not realize 
it fully, but the vast majority of your 
Water power today is governed by the 
Duke interest of North Carolina and 
the General Electric Company. This 
being the case, it behooves you to lay 
about that remaining to you every pos- 
sible safeguard. It would be almost 
impossible now for an outsider to com- 
pete with these people, and later it 
—— be quite so unless something is 

one, 


Conservation of Forests. 


“The south has today the best of 
chances for the application of practical 
forestry to her great timbered tracts. 
What the results will be have been 
amply proven at Biltmore, where mag- 
nificent forest preserves have been 
brought out on some of the poorest 
lands in the Piedmont region. 

“The first step to take in the preser- 
vation of your forests is to make it 
easy forthe man who wishesto put it 
into practice on his own lands. Give him 
something adequate in the shape of fire 
protection and, if necessary, exempt 
him from taxation at least to a certain 
extent. There are thousands of men 
who would take up the work if en- 
couraged -as they might 80 easily be. 

“In the second place, every southern 
citizen should make it his duty to de- 
mand of his senator that he vote for 
the Appalachian and White Mountain 
preserve bill which comes up before 
the United States sénate the middle of 
next March. Far-sighted southerners 
have been fighting for this bill for the 
past twenty years, and they have a 
better opportunity of having it paseed 
now than ever before. The house has 
already passed the measure, and with 
the pressure that the south can bring 
to bear, it will pass the senate without 
the shadow of a doubt.”

Adjutant General Scott 
Talks of Legislation 
Proposed. 


Adjutant General A. J. Scott returned 
yesterday after spending a week et St.

guard; other officers in the guard to 
receive 15 per cent of the pay of of- 
ficers of the same grade in the army; 
20 per cent of the annual pay of the 
enlisted men lof the army to be al- 
lowed to enlisted men of the national 
guard, provided the last named per- 


form 75 per cent of the Military duty 


required. <All officers must Stand ex- 
amination, the scope of which is pre- 
scribed by the: secertary of war and 
the national military board. Fy] 25 
per cent of the militia men’s pay will 
be authorized when he has attended 
forty-eight drills during the year; if 
less than twenty, no pay; if more 
than twenty and less than forty-eight, 
he will receive his proport.onate allow- 
ance. 

‘ This money wil be paid in two in- 
stallments—June 25 an dDecember 15. 

The other bill asks for an increase 
in officers of the regular army of guf- 
ficient number to detail One to each 
regiment of infantry and Cavalry of 
the national guard. 

As all legislation for the national 
guard has originated in the national 
association, it is very Probable these 
two measures will pass.

NECRO’S BODY 
FOUND ON CAB 


buneniea to Have Been 


Killed by Mob. 


Alabama Mob F oiled in Effort 
to Secure Guarded Negroes, 
Wreaks Vengeance on a 
Hackman -- Thrilling Stories 
Coming In. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 7.—Sit- 
ting upright in his hack, but dead 
from a bullet wound in his heart, John 
Dell, a negro hackman of this city, 
was discovered at 5 o'clock this. morn- 
ing, and conveyed to a funeral estab- 
lishment, where his remains were pre- 
pared for burial. His death at the 
hands of the mob which last night 
Surrounded the county jail and police 
headquarters is the only tangible sign 
of the fury of the white me#’who last 
night paraded’ the streets in thirst 
for blood. 

Vengeance on the negro is supposed 
to have been wreaked arly this morn- 
ing, when the mob, failing in an effort 
to lay hands on two negro prisoners 
who had been spirited away from po- 
lice headquarters in a patrol wagon, 
chanced upon the negro in their ram- 
blings. He was found in a restricted 
district of the city, which has led 
some to the theory that the negro was 
probably killed by a fare who ob- 
jected to payment. Sheriff Horace 
Hood, however, entertains the opinion 
that the negro was killed by scattering 
remnants of the mob. The negro had 
two bullet wounds, one in the stomach 
and the other through the heart. 

Thrilling Stories. 

Thrilling stories are told by Chief 
of Police Taylor and Sheriff Hood of 
the difficulties encountered by the au- 
thorities in dispersing and evading the 
crowds that had gathered to avenge 
the murder of Policeman T. W. Berry, 
which was commited by the negro 
John Adams Wednesday = afternoon. 
While the mob which gathered Wed- 
nesday night was out primarily for the 
blood of Adams, the mob of last night 
had been worked up to such great 
proportions that vengeance was prob- 
able on any negro that happened in 
their way. 

John Price and John Armstrong, the 
negroes who were early this morning 
spirited away from police headquarters 
in a special wagon, where the night 
was spent eluding the mob-laden 
string of automobiles, were arrested 
uring Thursday on suspicion. It seems 
that Armstrong, a cab driver, has been 
involved in promoting miscegena- 
tion in which the negro Price has been 
playing the leading part. The patrol 
wagon in which they hid, spent most 
of the. night behind an out-of-the-way 
slaughter house in the city.

Creditors Say Pat O’Connor 
Did Not Pay for Labor and 
Material, and Want the City 
to Pay Them, and Not to Pay 
O’Connor. 


When you look at that beautiful 
pillar and arch of lights that spaas 
Five Points, at the intersection of 
Peachtree and Decatur 


just at this time is the 
cause of one -of the most Intricate 
financial propositions that ever Ccou- 
fronted the city government. 

That may sound “highferlutin’,” but 
it is nevertheless the solemn truth, 

No less an august body than the 
aldermanic board wrestled with th- 
problem Friday afternoon for an hour, 
and finally decided to do a thing that 
was never done in the h'story of the 
city before. 

Pat O’Connor, decorator, put up the 
pillar and arch, and the city Was to 
pay him $340 and the nearby property 
owners another $340. The work was 
done, and Pat O’Connor, so it is said, 
failed to pay a cent for the labor and 
material. Among the claims against 
him are: Peters-Hollis Company, $317; 
the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company, $42, and other amounts for 
lumber, labor, pennants, etc. One 
young lady has a cla'm for $5. The 
creditors say they have every reason 
to believe that O’Connor collected the 
$340 from the property owners, put it 
in his pocket and then let those whom 
he owed scrap for the $340 owed by 
the city. 

Councilman “Chambers says that 1¢ 
believes that claims to the amount of 
$1,000 will be out against O’Connor, 

Now, the city has the $340 it owes, 
but the creditors could not garnishee 
the city. The council passed up the 
money to O’Connor, ang the aldermanic 
board was called upon to concur :n 
that action. but it wouldn’t do it. 

Pat O’Connor has not put in a claim 
for the money, but the many creditors 
have, and the city cannot legally pay 
the money to anybody but O’Conno-. 
Then. it is stated, O’Connor has assigned 
the money to a number of people, and 
they all want it. These assignments 
were made to people whom he owed, 
but not those who did the work on the 
glittering pillar and arch, 

“Oh, it’s awftdly complicated,” said 
Alderman Candler, who has been on 
the supreme court bench. “I see some 
twenty lawsuits in sight.” 

Councilman Chambers said that the 
Odd Fellows had $100 due O’Connor 
for the work, and he wanted it put in 
the jack pot with the city’s money. 

The aldermanic board finally decided 
to nuvaconcur in the action of council, 
and then appointed a committee, con- 
sisting of Alderman Hancock, Council- 
man Chambers and the city attorney, 
to get up all the bills against o’Connor 
and then pro rate the money held by 
the city among those who did the work 
on the pillar and arch of lights. This 
is not exactly in legal form, but it 's 
equitable, say the aldermen.

IS MADE BY SCOTT 


He Denies That the Black Re- 
. public Is Bank- 
rupt. 


Worcester, Mass., October 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—-The chief address today before 
the university conference on “Africa 
and the Near East,” which is in session 
at Clark university in this city,.was 
by Emmett J. Scott, secretary of 
Booker T. Washington and late com- 
missioner of the United States to Li- 
beria. 

The speaker concluded by saying: 
“I have spoken mainly in defense of 
the Liberians, but not without the 
keenest appreciation of the tasks be- 
fore ‘them. But hope, faith, confi- 
dence, racial ties—al] lead me most 
earnestly to hope that there may be 
preserved this one spot on the Afri- 
can continent, where, unhampered, the 
black. man may be permitted to work

“Is Liberia worth saving? I believe 
that it is. Her people are not revo- 
lutionary in character, as are, for in- 
stance, those belligerent friends to the 
south of us. The Liberian republic 
is not bankrupt despite the alarmist 
reports to the contrary. The Liberi- 
ans have advanced and not retro- 
graded in civilization. They have 
helped to uplift the native—this has 
been done to no considerable degree it 
is true, but nevertheless to an appre- 
ciable degree.

AS CONSERVATION EDUCA TOR 


“Can’t something be done to make 
the good people who are interested-in 
this broad subject of conservation 
more definite in their handling of it?” 
asked Miss L. Graham Crozier of a 
correspondent of The Constitution yes- 


terday. 

“This conference is one of the most 
significant, most national-in-spirit con- 
ferences ever held in the south,” she 
continued. “Yet I could not but feel 
that those frequently most earnest in 
a cause fail in their method of ex- 
ploitation. 2 

“Let us look at what is being done 
in the west for conservation, and then 
bring it home to ourselves that way. 

“The reclamation act became a law 
in 1902. Fifty-eight million dollars, 
government money, has been expended 
to the present. This year the crops 
amounted to $14,000,000. Let our 
bankers figure out what percent 
this is.” 

“Point second,” and Miss Crozier 
grew more emphatic. “The maximum 
expenditure was in 1907—$10,000,000. 
Things were dull in the east the year 
of the panic. Thousands of workmen 
were carried from the east into the 
reclamation districts, and will never 
leave that territory. | 

“We of the south do not begrudge 
the west one dollar of the money they 
have received. We glory in the mag- 
nificent works that have been accom- 
plished during the seven-and a half 
years. 

“Now, our own case. The west need- 
ed moisture; we want our abundant 
water supply controlled and directed. 
The Weeks bill, which is to Be voted 
on in February, provides only for the 
protection of the navigable streams, 
but it provides that $2,000,000 .a year 
be expended. This amount was not 
reached in the western territory until 


“Point third: The Weeks bill pro- 
vides that. the owner of the land pur- 
chased by the government shall be 
allowed to remove the minerals and 


the merchantable timber. If our peo- 
ple throughout the, southern Appa- 
lachians are not educated to an un- 
derstanding of what this may be made 
to mean to our local industries, .they 
can easily fall a prey to the specu- 
lators who are informing themselves 
thoroughly.

“Scandinavians, Germans, the Swiss 
and the English will come to us just 
so soon as they feel assured that they 
will be able to purchase small hold- 
ings at reasonable rates. This 890 
acres is all that is necessary for a 
family. Intensive faring is what. we 
need in the south.”

“But how can we instruct the great 
mass of the people concerning the 
provisions of the Weeks bill?” was 
here asked Miss Crozier. 

“Why get in with the 10-cent picture 
man,’ she said. “They can be turned 
to do just as much good as we are 
told they do evil. Get the slides from 
the government; show what is being 
accomplished in the west; tell the peo- 
ple what we want to do right here at 
home for them; make them see that 
they will secure employment: that 
they will get a better wage; that they 
personally will be benefited by the 
passage of the Weeks bill. 

“Mr. Weeks, of Newton, Mass., made 
a great fight for us in the house, and 
Mr. Frank Brandegee, of Connecticut, 
is preparing to make a similar fight 
for us in the senate in February: But

FEAR INVASION 
OF THE CAPITAL 


Trenches About Lisbon 
- Filled With Guns. 


Lisbon, October 7.—On account of 
reports that some of the troops in the 
provinces have not yet declared their 
adherence to the republic, the pro- 
visional government is exercising the 
greatest vigilance. Thirty-nine heavy 
guns and ten maxims have been post- 
ed in trenches on the heights of the 
city, amd are ready to check any at- 
tempted invasion of Lisbon. 

The encamped forces of the 
visional government have detailed 200 
soldiers and armed civilians to police 
duty in guarding public and other 
buildings, especially the banks of the 
city. All carriages passing through 
the streets are closely inspected. The 
wearing or carrying of small repub- 
lican flags of red and green is consid- 
ered an open sesame to safe conduct 
throughout the city. During the night | 
all’ shops and restaurants in Lisbon 


we closed. 


Convent at Graca Seized. 

The authoritiés sent a force today 
to seize the convent at Graca and ar- 
rest the Friars. On arriving there they 
found the doors barricaded. The: sol- 
diers and members of the populace 
fired several volleys into the building, 
whereupon the Friars returned the at- 
tack, their bullets striking the road- 
way and adjacent buildings. 

The attackers then withdrew for 
consultation. Shortly they returned to 
the attack, assailing the heavy doors 
of the convent with battering rams. 
When the doors yielded, the soldiers 
and people rushed in and searched 
every nook and corner of the edifice, 
but not a Friar was co be found. It is 
surmised that they made their escape 
by underground passages, where they 
are now in hiding. 

A cabinet council was held today 
and discussed the weighty questions of 
the situation. At its conclusion an 
official note was issued declaring that 
the republic was firmly established. 

People Loyal to New Government. 

President Braga issued a statement 
today voicing the satisfaction of the 
government of the republic that the 
departure of the royal family from 
Portugal was carried out without any 
untoward incident. It said also, that 
military and civil adhesions to the re- 
public were constantly increasing. 

When the duke of Oporto embarked 
on the royal yacht at Cascaos, he said: 

“T am a Portuguese, and hope to die 
in Portugal.” The only remark at- 
tributed to the mother queen, Amelie, 
was, simply, “Au revoir.” This she ad- 
dressed to a lady in waiting.

GOV. JAMES VARDAMAN 
SPEAKS AT AUDITORIUM 


Ex-Governor James K. Vardaman, 
of Mississippi, spoke to a large audi- 
ence last night at the Auditorium- 
Armory, his’ subject, “The Impending 
Crisis.”” The lecture was given under 
the auspices of the Alkahest Lyceum 
Bureau. 

His address was principally a. dis- 
cussion of the race question, his ideas 
being couched in the eloquent sin- 
tences for which the Mississippi poli- 
tician is noted. 

He led up to his main subject by a 
few remarks upon the policy of the 
United States in purchasing the Phil- 
ippine Islands, saying that they were 
bought for no other purpose than to 
exploit a few favorites of the govern- 
ment. Following this he touched upon 
the tariff question, after which he 
entered vigorously into an argument 
to prove that the white people need 
to prove and establish beyond all 
shaking their supremacy over the ne- 
groes. 

He carefully outlined h‘s ideas on the 
matter, saying that-the only way in 
which to lawfully prevent the political, 
and subsequent social equality of the 
negro is to repeal the fourteerfth 
amendment to the national constitu- 
tion, which would allow § individua! 
state legislation that would forever 
shut the negro out of politics.

JUDGE JOHN HART ISMADE | 
STATE CONSERVATION HEAD 


The Georgia Conservation Associa- 
tion was formed immediately after the 
close of the afternoon session qf the 
Southern Conservation Congress yes- 
terday afternoon. Judge John C. Hart, 
of Union Point, former attorney gen- 
eral, was chosen president, while Gov- 
ernor Brown, Governor-elect Hoke 
Smith and ex-Governor Terrell were 
among the vice presidents chosen. 

At the morning sek&sion « of the 
Southern Conservation Congress, a 
committee on permanent organization 
of a state conservation association 
was appointed and it was at the close 
of the afternoon session thatthis com- 
mittee brought in its report, which 
was eventually adopted without 
change. 

Among the objects of the association 
as set out in the committee report is 
the co-operation with and the support 
of the National Conservation Associa- 
tion, to which end the state associa- 
tion shal] contribute to the support of 
the national organization and support 
its policies regarding national con- 
servation. 

To provide a forum for the discus- 
sion of the resources of the stafe as a 
foundation for the prosperity of the 
people, also to furnish definite infor- 
mation concerning the state’s re- 
sources and their utilization. 

The association is also to afford an 


| 


agency through which the people of 
the state may frame policies and prin- 
ciples affecting the wise and practical 
development, conservation and utiliza- 
tion of the state’s resources, to‘be put 
into effect by their representatives in 
the general assembly. 

The personnel of the association 
shall be composed of men and women 
of the state, who are interested in the 
general subject fo the conservation.. 
Membership dues range from $1 to $5. 

The committee which drew up ithe 
constitution and by-laws was instruct- 
ed to make nominations for the vari- 
ous offices which it might create: Its 
nominarions were: President, Judge 
John C. Hart; vice presidents, Gov- 
ernor Joseph M. Brown, Governor- 
elect Hoke Smith, ex-Governor Joseplhi 
M. Terrell, State Entomologist E. L 
Worsham, Professor A. M. Soule and 
’. H. Kreigshaber; secretary and 
treasurer, P. H. Norcross. 

The report of the committee, both as 
to the constitution and by-laws of the 
organization and the nominations was 
adopted almost without discussion. 

Judge John Hart at first demurred 
at the idea of being elected president, 
saying that he feared that he coul.l 
not do the office justice. » After con- 
siderable persuasion, however, he 
agreed to accept the office and took 
the chair, 

Other details. of the organization, 
such as the selection of executive 
committeemen, and the appointment of 
other committees will be taken up to- 

ay.

FOR FIRST TIME THIS WEEK 


Quinces came on the market 
week. So far as can be discovered, 
quinces are good but for one thing— 
to make preserves; but maybe those 
who wrestle with problems of how to 
make jelly “jell,” or how to bring 
quinces and ‘sugar to the right oon- 
sistency as preserves, will be interested 
in knowing that they cost $1.00 a 
peck. 


But if you are young and inexpe- 


rienced, do not go to the market, 
and after carefully surveying the 
crates of quinces, ask casually, “How 
much are those pears?’ The market 
man may laugh at your ignorance. 

The vegetables @his week looked 
much more inviting than they have 
been looking during the summer—prob- 
ably because the rains of the week 
have kept them cool and free from 
dust. Usually they look, wilted, but 
Friday the lettuce was crisp and 
green, the parseley fresh and pretty, 
and beets, turnips and carrots were 4s 
fine as fine can be. 

Turnips cost 5 cents a bunch; car- 
rots, 5 cents a bunch; beets, 10 cents 
a bunch: Irish potatoes, 30 cents a 
peck; sweet potatoes, 35 cents a peck; 
onions, 10 cents a quart; bell peppers, 
very large and fine this week, in most 
of the markets, 20 cents a dozen; 
cucumbers, 5 cents apiece; snapbeans 
and butterbeans, 10 cents a quart; tur-

The buying temper in the wheat pit 
was pronounced, in the full knowl- 
edge, too, that there had only been an 
advance of in a week at buenos 
Ayres. An effort had been made to 
show by these: comparisons of prices 
that the drought was proving more of 
a sensation at a distance than near at 
hand. The effect, though, was more 
than offset by cablegrams to firms 
here asserting that damage had been 
done and implying that more would re- 
sult if the absence of rain continued. 
On the other hand, general news was 
all bearish. Stocks in this country 
piled up rapidly, and the world’s ship- 
ments were expected to be virtually 
2,000,000 bushels heavier than a year 
ago. The total cargoes from the Ar- 
gentine, Indian and Australia in par- 
ticular, were notably large. Attention 
to such signs of plentiful supply was 
what made the market close 4% to % 
fromthe top figures of the day. De- 
cember ranged between 87% @98%, 
finishing 4@%*% up at 98%.

|'WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial 
Say About Business. 


New York, October 7.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that the industrial and 
mercantile outiook is better than sta- 
tistics of actual transactions indicate. 
The tone of the fiscal markets is 
stronger, in spite of the recent advance 
in foreign discount rates. The iron and 
steel trade seems brighter, in spite of 
the unsatisfactory emand for pig 
iron. There is, however, a larger con- 
sumption of wire and a better demand 
for structural! products. The dry goods 
trade improves, although curtailment 
of cotton production is still practiced, 
and the readjustment made necessary 
by the high price of raw cotton con- 
tinues, the government report during 
the week indicating a moderate and a 
late crop. Woolens and worsted goods 
are in better demand. The copper trade 
seems to be in an encouraging position, 
the demand indicating an immense 
world consumption. 

Orders for footwear increase sligh’- 
ly from week to.~week, but business is 
far from normal. Sole leather is in good 
demand, sales of lightweight cowhide 
union sole having been made at one 
cent advance, and some large negotia- 
tions are reported pending, but all 
kinds of upper leathers for shoes are 
neglected. Belting leather contiaues 
firm, and in good request, and there is 
steady demand at unchanged prices for 
harness leather. The aide markets are 
weaker, with the exception of South 
American dry hides, common varietias, 
which are very strong.
